On June 22, 1964, I talked to _C 0 ft . Adams 
at the Bfcue Top Motel (Carthage). We had taflked about 
the three people disappearing, as everyone was. Him 
being well known over Leake County had talked to a lot of 
people in town but in my opinion had not directly heard 
or didn't know for sure what had actually happened. 

We started talking about the Klan and whether or not 
that's what had happened. He said, "I'll tell you 
what, they have got a furnace up t^ere." I think that 
over the years, all of his life has been in Leake Co., 

48 years, he has heard about this furnace, just from 
the way he said it. 

I talked to another man June 25, 1964, Mr. 
Luther Callahan , who is in Leake Memorial Hospital and 
has been fqr some time. 

I 

He lives at Carthage and most likely knows everyone in 
the whole county (66 years old). I just talked to him 
like you talk to old people and let the conversation 
lead to the three people. I asked, "Do you reckon they 
even made to the sawmill?" indicating did the three get 
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he said, "no I don ' t expect they did and if they did they 
lasted about 3 min. each - unless they chugged all 
three at the same time they they all only lasted about 
3 min." 

This man is and has always been very truthful 
and honest with me and holds me in his confidence. 

Again, I don't believe that he had direct contact or 
any such like to anyone who might be connected with 
this. Old and well thought of people just have a way 
of knowing or finding out things such as this and is 
generally considered substantial. Mr. Callahan did not 
give any names nor did he say anything about the Klan 
being responsible, or not. 

I then turned the conversation to the Klan 
and asked him about helping me join or sending me to 
someone who could help. In his own way he indicated to 
me that to get in I had to go to Ray Hendejrson> b ut that 
I couldn't go directly to him. I asked if I could go to 
C. L. Adams, he said no. Later he told me' I could talk / 
to P urvis cllpeppe r, Carthage, meaning that I could / 
trust him and. he could probably help me, I assume he 
( Culpepper J^is the membership chairman or equivalent 
or at least in a member. I plan to talk with him 
very soon. 
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With my information and my knowledge of 
Leake and Neshoba Co. I believe that the search 
concentration should be on a big sawmill or kiln 
where lumber is dried by heat furnished from a 
furnace, to me the biggest furnace would be the most 
likely place.

This source advised that the aims and purposes 
of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi 
are to preserve Christian civilization, protect and 
promote white supremacy and the segregation of the races, 
to fight communism and to extend the dignity, heritage 
and rights of the white race of America.

While at Mantee, 
he purchased most off his gasoline for his airplane from 
EVERETT WIGGS, a store operator in the small town off Woodland. 
About August 1963 WIGGS asked him iff he was interested in 
being affiliated with an organization for the benefit of the 
community.. He stated that he fold WIGGS that he would be 
interested in doing anything that would be beneficial to the' 
community and that WIGGS then gave him a one-page leaflet 
entitled "Fifty Reasons Why You Should Be a Member off the 
Original Ku Klux Klan, R. E. Davis, Sr., Emperial Wizard."

EVERETT Da WIGGS. store owner, Woodland, Mississippi, 
was advised of the nature of the inquiry, that he did mot have 
to answer questions* that he could consult an attorney before 
making a statement, and that any statement made by him could 
be used against him in court. WIGGS advised that he has 
attended two or three meetings of the Ku Klux Klan but he did 
not wish to discuss his association with the Klan any further. 

WIGGS explained he realized that Chickasaw County 
has not had any racial trouble and he was off the opinion that 
the Klan could prevent racial trouble from starting. He noted 
that chemicals are used to prevent grass from growing in the 
cotton fields because once the grass starts to grow, it is. 
almost. impossible to eliminate the grass from the field. If 
the chemicals are used early enough, the grass never starts. 
This-might be one justification for the Klan to start in an 
area where there has not been racial trouble - the Klan would 
keep the racial trouble from ever starting. 

WIGGS did not believe in violence. He said., "I do 
not want, anyone to violence me and I don't want to violence 1 
anyone else." WIGGS remarked that he had heard a number of 
crosses had been burned in Chickasaw and Calhoun Counties on 
Saturday, April 18, 1964. He also heard that a cross was 
burned In front off a store owner at Woodland. Possibly, the 
reason the cross was burned in Woodland was that the man who 
owned the store, refused to sign a petition about "the nigger 
situation" that was mailed to Senators STENN1S and EASTLAND. 

The store owner refused to sign the petition as most ,of his , 
business came from the Negro people. WIGGS remarked, "If that 
was the reason the cross was burned, I’m glad of It.", 

WIGGS had never read the constitution of the Klan and 
did not know anything about the dues paid to the Klan. He said 
that he did not wish- to discuss the Klan any further. 

The following description off WIGGS was obtained by 
observation and interview:

On March 13, 1964, ME T-3 advised that he had made 
an effort to obtain information regarding any possible Klan 
.... activity in Coahoma County, Mississippi, but had obtained no 
; indication that there was such prior to March 13, 1964. He 
stated that on that date two individual's who claime<T"to be 
officials of the "Mississippi Klan" from Greenville, 

• 'Mississippi, contacted an' individual in’" 'Clarks da le , Mississippi, 
collected a $10 initiation fee, and "swore him into the Klan." 
Informant stated that he had ascertained that the individual 
who joined the Klan on March 13, 1964, was one ROBERT LLOYD 
PARKS , who operates a used automobile and used autgf parts business 
™ in Clarksdale, Mississippi. 

On March 21, 1964, ME T-3 adVIsfed that the above 
mentioned ROBERT LLOYD PARKS met GORDON . LACKEY of Greenwood, 
Mississippi, at the Plantation Mote l on /March 20 , 1964, at 
» 7:30 p.m. for a Klan meeting. Informant stated that LACKEY 

apparently went to Clarksdale alone to meet PARKS with the 
-r expectation that PARKS would have some recruits for the Klan 
at that time. Informant stated that during the meeting with 
PARKS that LACKEY identified himself as an official of the 
Klan but did not state his exact title ! in the organization and 
did not mention the identity of any other Klan members at the 
time. Informant further stated that LACKEY pointed out during 
this meeting that it would be necessary for PARKS to have some 
literature if he was going to recruit members of the Klan at 
Clarksdale. It was noted that the individual who Identified 
himself as GORDON LACKEY was Identical with one of the individuals 
who had previously recruited PARKS into the Klan on March 13, 

1964. ‘ 

f ME T-3 advised that GORDON M. LACKEY went to 

Clarksdale, Mississippi, on April 9, 1964, for a Klan meeting 
and met with ROBERT LLOYD PARKS and R. dTlOWE, whom PARKS 
had brought to the meeting. LACKEY urge™ - LOWE to become affili- 
ated with the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi, 
and LOWE, after listening to LACKEY'S statements, stated that 
while he agreed with the organization and would contribute to 
it that he would not personally join because he had high blood 
pressure and was in ill health. During this meeting LACKEY 
examined a map of the city of Clarksdale, and from telephone

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directory ascertained the address of A ARON 
Mississippi President of the NAACP. He iiu 
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the location of HENRY'S residence and requested information 
from PARKS regarding descriptions of cars that HENRY owns 
and operates and his habits. 

On June 16, 1964, T-3 advised that so far as he 
could ascertain, LACKEY had not been back in Clarksdale, 
Mississippi, in connection with Klan matters. He further . 
stated that so far, as he could observe, PARKS was not doing 
anything on behalf of the Klan and was making no effort to 
recruit members.

Mississippi, telephonically advised SA SAMUEL E. V1RDEN, II, 
that he had on that date observed several individuals in 
cont act with . LAMES T. R OBERTS off Yazoo City, Mississippi, 
whoro l I desciTbeW as being the "number one Klan 

organizer at Yazoo City." stated that he had 

observed a 1962 Mercury occupied by four men with 1964 
Mississippi ■ license N-3008 registered to ROY A. JONES, 

Greenwood, Mississippi. He stated that the occupants off 
this car appeared to be well known to JAMES I. ROBERTS. 

On March 4, 1964, R OY ASBUr/ JONES. P. 0. Box 1049, 
Humphrey Highway, Greenwood, Mississippi, was" interviewed 
by SA’s EDWARD V. SCHAUM and LEROY bC FEBERLE. He stated 
that shortly after the first off the year 1964 that he received 
a pamphlet which was dropped anonymously into his automobile 
giving information regarding the Ku Klux Klan. He stated 
that in, this pamphlet the claim was made that the recipient 
should talk to any six men and that one of these six would 
tell him what he wanted to know about the Klan. JONES stated 
that there were no names mentioned in this pamphlet and that 
he discussed the pamphlet from time to time with different 
individuals but never obtained any information regarding the 
Klan. He stated he was interested enough in the Klan to 
read up on it in’ his encyclopedia but that he was still not 
clear from the encyclopedia as to just what the Klan stood for. 
He stated that the pamphlet he received mentioned something 
about cross burnings but that he did not recall the details 
of this. He stated that he had been in Yazoo City, Mississippi, 
a number of times inasmuch as his business, the Jones Sign 
Company, takes him to Yazoo City periodically. He stated that 
he was probably in Yazoo City in December 1963 and was probably 
driving his 1962 Meteor automobile. He stated that he did not 
know anyone by the name of JAMES I . ROBERTS and does not know 
of anyone who is affiliated with the Ku Klux Klan in any way 
whatsoever. He stated that he has never been approached by 
anyone to join the Klan and did not know the name off the 
individual who left the pamphlet in his- car. 

Memphis confidential informant T~4 advised on 
March 18, 1964, that on March 15, 1964, a State meeting of 
the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan was held at Klan 
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headquarters on /the Morgantown Road, Natchez, Mississippi. 
Among those present was an individual identified only as 
"LACKEY" from Leflore County, who was described as approxi- 
mately 6?.l", 190 pounds, 26 to 30 years old, wearing heavy 
.... horn rimmed ■ glasses and traveling in a 1962 two- tone blue

. LACKEY advised that during the latter part of April 

or first part of May 1963 when Negroes were demonstrating in 
Greenwood, Mississippi, that he and BECKWITH drove around 
Greenwood, watching the demonstrators. He stated that while 
driving around, he and BECKWITH decided it would be "fun" to 
take photographs . off the demonstrators, officers, and FBI 
Agents. He stated that the primary purpose off this was to 
see whether or not it was local Negroes demonstrating or 
Negroes living outside of the Greenwood area. He stated that 
\ he and BECKWITH had a few drinks and did get into BECKWITH’S, 

: . car and drove around making photographs, which they later 

showed to their friends. 


LACKEY stated that he has quite a bit of reloading 
equipment and his equipment is capable off reloading 30.06 
cartridges. LACKEY noted that he and BECKWITH have on 
several occasions gone outside of Greenwood and engaged in 
target practice. 


In connection' with another Investigation, Agents 
of the FBI observed a white male, who was later identified 
as BILLY GOODWIN, on March 26, 1964, in front off the. Leflore 
County Court House during a demonstration by Negroes. GOODWIN 
was leading a small monkey on a chain and the monkey had on 
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him a sign reading, "I can’t read but I want to vote. Mississippi 
won’t teach me to read.” After parading the monkey up and down 
in the picket line, GOODWIN joined GORDON LACKEY. Unidentified 
bystanders in the crowd were heard to say that the monkey 
belonged to LACKEY. 

On April. 2, 1964, ME T-3 supra advised that on that 
date a meeting of the White Knights off the Ku Klux Klan of 
Mississippi was held at the rear off LACKEY’S shop in Greenwood, 
Mississippi. It was not known how many individuals were present 
at this meeting. LACKEY was heard to request a map of 
Clarksdale, Mississippi, .with the residence of AARON E. HENRY, 
President of the State NAACP, pinpointed. With reference to 
HENRY, LACKEY made the statement, ”1 can kill that son of a 
bitch and they will never find out that I did it." The next 
meeting was scheduled for Clarksdale, Mississippi, on April 9, 
1964. 

On April 23, 1964, T-^3 supra advised that a meeting 
of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan off Mississippi, which 
was scheduled for the morning of April 20, 1964, at the garage 
off GORDON M. LACKEY, Greenwood, Mississippi, was not held 
because LACKEY stated on that date that it was necessary for 
him to proceed to Jackson, Mississippi, to attend the trial of 
BYRON DE LA BECKWITH off Greenwood, Mississippi, who had been 
charged with the murder of MEDGAR EVERS, Jackson NAACP leader. 

On April 23, 1964, LACKEY commented that the next meeting of 
the Klan would be at Greenwood, Mississippi, on April 27, 1964. 
LACKEY stated that his efforts and that off others had been 
devoted to the BECKWITH trial but with the trial completed 
that they could devote time to other matters which need attention. 

ME T-5 advised on April 28, 1964, that a State meeting 
off the WKKKK was held on April 26, 1964, at Brookhaven, 
Mississippi. Informant stated that GORDON LACKEY ffrom Greenwood, 
Mississippi, was present. 

ME T-3 supra advised ©n April 28, 1964, that a 
meeting of the WKKKK off Mississippi was held on the morning of 
April 28, 1964, at Greenwood, Mississippi, at the rear of 
GORDON M. LACKEY’S shop. LACKEY distributed a sheet entitled 
"My Fellow Americans,” which begins, "Here are twenty reasons 
why you should, if qualified, join, aid and support the White 
Knights off the Ku Klux Klan off Mississippi.” 
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On May 11, 1964, ME T-3 supra advised that on the 
morning of May 10, 1964, a meeting of the Whit© Knights of 
the KKK was held at the rear of LACKEY'S shop in Greenwood. 
LACKEY furnished to some of those in attendance- at ; .this 
meeting a supply of the above mentioned pamphlets /’"and 
instructed that during the week of May 11, 1964, they be 
distributed in Tunica County, Mississippi, which county he 
said had not been furnished any literature regarding this 
organization. LACKEY also expressed concern that a greater 
number of persons have not yet joined the organization and 
said, "We have got to organize the whole state of Mississippi." 

On May 27, 1964, ME T-3 advised that the above 
mentioned BILLY GOODWIN, manager of a Shell Service Station 
at Greenwood, Mississippi, was an active member of the White 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi. 
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MONTGOMERY COUNTY , MISSISSIPPI 

On April 25, 1964, Inspector A. O. MORGAN, Duty 
Officer, State Headquarters, Mississippi Highway Safety 
Patrol, Jackson, Mississippi, advised that as off 4:00 p.m., 
April 25, 1964, he had received information regarding a 
great number off cross burnings in Mississippi on the 
previous night off April 24, 1964. Among the locations 
where crosses were burned, according to Inspector MORGAN, 
were Duck Hill , . Kilmichael , and Winona, all in Montgomery 
County, Mississippi. 

On June 13, 1964, Sheriff E. W. WAGES, Montgomery 
County, Mississippi, advised SA LEROY D. FEBERLE that four 
crosses were burned in Montgomery County during the evening 
of June 12, 1964. WAGES also stated that on the evening of 
the cross burning, a white male by the name of BBCK^BRASSWEL L 
off Winona, Mississippi, was decoyed from his home/On pretext 
by one PAUL McELROY , white, of Attala County, Mississippi , and 
driven H5y Mcej/kuy "to a location near Winona where four white 
men were waiting. The four white men told McELROY to drive 
off and then told BRASSWELL that they were going to throw 
him in the River for mistreating his wife and family. Head- 
lights of hunters appeared in the area and scared the men off 
before they were able to touch BRASSWELL. The hunters 
rescued BRASSWELL. BRASSWELL fold WAGES that the four men 
were unfamiliar to him. WAGES stated that McELROY, after 
driving away from BRASSWELL and the four men, was stopped 
momentarily nearby by hooded. persons occupying two vehicles. 
Sheriff WAGES stated that this was the. first evidence to his 
knowledge of any open Ku Klux Klan activity in Montgomery 
County. 


On June 19, 1964, Sheriff WAGES advised SA FEDERLE 
that BRASSWELL signed an affidavit charging McELROY with 
disturbing the peace. WAGES stated that McELROY was arrested 
and released on bond of $200. WAGES stated that he questioned 
McELROY at length regarding his part in decoying BRASSWELL 
from his home and about his connection with 'the Klan. WAGES 
advised McELROY would not talk for fear of his own life and 
the safety of his family because of possible revenge by the 
Klan in the event he did talk. Sheriff WAGES stated that 
he had no knowledge as to which particular Klan or affiliate 
thereof was involved in this incident involving BRASSWELL and 
the cross burnings in his county. 
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PANOLA COUNTY , MISSISSIPPI 

On May 22, 1964, T-3 supra advised that a meeting 
of the WKKKK of Mississippi was held on the morning of May 21, 
1964, at LACKEY’S shop in Greenwood. Informant stated that, 
according to LACKEY, three to six’ men would shortly be sent 
to recruit for the organization at Batesvllle, Mississippi.

Officer, State Headquarters, Mississippi Highway Safety 
Patrol, Jackson, Mississippi, advised a representative of 
the FBI that on the previous night crosses were burned at 
the following cities in Washington County: Areola, 

Hollandale, Greenville, and Leland. 

The April 26, 1964-, issue of the Delta Democrat 
Times , a daily newspaper published at Greenville , 

Mississippi , reported that the Ku Klux Klan made a State-wide 
show of strength Friday night burning crosses in at least ten 
Mississippi counties and that five crosses were known, to 
have been burned in Washington County, including two in the 
city of Greenville. The article noted that the first indi- 
- cation that the cross burnings were the work of the Klan 
came In a telephone call to a Jackson newspaper saying they 
were "in protest of integration and Communism." Greenville 
Chief of Police W. C. BURNLEY was quoted as stating, "It is 
obvious that this is the work of the Ku Klux Klan and done 
With one purpose, to intimidate." The article noted that in 
Greenville police charged WILLIAM C. MERRILL, age forty-one, 

1332 St. Joseph Street, and EDDIE L. JETER, age forty-one, 

1252 South Colorado, with breach of the peace in connection 
with cross burning incidents. They were both released on 
$250 bond and both denied the charge. 

,;f; The article continued that CURLEY REID, age forty-three, 
the third man apprehended by police with the above two in a car 
which witnesses had seen.'near one of. 'the burning crosses, died 
of a heart attack while being questioned by the Greenville 
Police. 


ME T-6 advised on April 25, 1964, that insofar as 
he has been able to determine, WILLIAM C. THOMA S, operator of 
the AAA Battery and Generator Service, ^Highway 82 East, 
Greenville, is currently head of ‘it he Kian In Greenville, 
Mississippi.

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T-6 also advised that LEROY EASTERLIN G r operator 
of the Just Rite Auto Sales, Highway 82#East, Greenville, 
Mississippi, is one of the leaders in the group and possibly 
engaged /in enlisting other members. Informant identified 

is W . WQODS . currently residing at the corner of Arnold and 

Highway 82 , an employee of the Greenville Mills, as active 
in recruiting members, and informant advised he has specific 
knowledge of one person WOODS attempted to recruit. 

Informant stated WOODS had recently been arrested by the 
Police Department on charge of hauling or possession of 
whiskey. 

Informant stated that he had learned from his source 
that J BUTCy RYA N, an employee of J^_F J> _JE[RANTON, a planter 
residing ^outh of Leland, Mississippi, Ion Highway 61, is a 
member, |fnd that probably BRANTON, a strong segregationist, 
is also a member.

T-6 stated ^ DONALD LEACH, a painter in Greenville, 
Mississippi, is an admitted member of the Klan, and that 
LEACH did some work on a muilding near Wayside, Mississippi, 
where the group met on one or more occasions, prior to 
publicity in the Greenville newspaper concerning the approxi- 
mate location of their meeting place. 

Informant stated that BI LLY- JOE-.-^WNINGS , a former 
member of the Greenville, Mississippi , Police Department, and 
currently employed at the U. S. Gypsum Company in Greenville, 
is a member and is engaged In recruiting activities for the 
Klan . 

V ' 

On May 1, 1964, Chief of Police W. C. BURNLEY, 
Greenville^; Mississippi, advised that the above mentioned 
W. Co MERRILL and JS. L. jf*ETER, who were charged in the cross 
burning jLhcidents in Gr^fenvXTTe, appeared in City Court on 
M *y Ip J-964, entered pFeas of nolo contendere, and were fined 
$30. Chief BURNLEY stated that MERRILL and JETER were 
uncommunicative concerning Klan activities and would furnish 
no information concerning their activities or the identities 
of persons responsible for the cross burnings In Washington 
County. 

On April 27, 1964, T-6 advised that JOHN JASPER f 
558 North Abraham, an employee of the Allied Fence Company, 
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Highway 1 North, Greenville, Mississippi, was a member of 
the Klam and had made an effort to recruit a member in 
Greenville, 

On May 13, 1964, Chief BURNLEY advised that on 
May 12, 1964, his men had patrolled the area of a Council 
of Federated Organizations meeting in Greenville, Mississippi, 
and that HOUSTON EVANS, JR., had been stopped in the area 
driving a Buick with no tag. He stated that EVANS had a 
portable recorder on the seat of the car and was recording 
license numbers of cars at the intersection of O'Hea and 
Edison Streets, where the COFO meeting was being held, 

BURNLEY advised that EVANS was told to leave the area and 
to stay away from such places. 

On May 21, 1964, ME T=6 supra advised he had 
learned from a source he believed reliable that JAMES ORSI, 

630 Carson Drive, Greenville, a radio and televisionyrepairman7 
was a member of the Klan, as was JOHN 1E$REWER , 1537 Qenie 
Fairway, operator of an electronics snop at Reed Road and 
Avery Street in Greenville. * 

On June 3, 1964, ME T-8 advised he had been in 
contact with an individual in Washington County who invited 
him to join the Klan, and he declined to do so. He advised 
he had determined that HOWARD/ HE AR N , residing near James 
Crossing, Mississippi, Was a member, and that LEROY ife A STERLIN G 
in Greenville, Mississippi, Was the principal recruiter . He 
advised also that a WALTER-- J /jGKSQ N , a farmer in th & Hollandale, 
Mississippi, area, was probably a member of Klan, but he could 
not state so specifically, but judged him to be on the basis 
of contact with him. Informant advised that the persons 
making contacts for prospective recruits were security 
conscious and made their contacts on the basis that they 
themselves were not members of the Klan but that they have 
been asked by someone in the Klan to contact the prospect and 
determine if he would be interested In joining the Klan. 
.Informant stated that on the basis of his declining to join 
the organization that he did not think he would be contacted 
further in this matter. 

Informant T=8 declined to identify the individual 
who Invited him to attend a meeting. He stated that he 
attended one meeting, that he was picked up at his residence 
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and taken to a house behind the store at Wayside* Mississippi. 
He stated that this was sometime in February or March 1964. 

He stated there were a number of expensive automobiles 
parked at the house and that there was someone whose identity 
was unknown to him* who was on duty in the parking area 
around this house and had a walkie-talkie radio. This 
person called in on the radio and told someone inside the 
house that two persons were coming in. He stated they went 
to the door, and inside was a hooded person who admitted them. 
There were several rooms in this house, and from sounds 
informant judged that there were persons in each of them. 

He stated that there was a sort of an altar on a table on 
which there was an open Bible and a sword across the Bible. 

He stated that a man he had never seen before conducted the 
meeting and spoke of the history off the Ku Klux K^an, of 
how it had saved the South twice and. was going to do so 
again. Informant described the rspeateeraat the-meeting as 
being approximately fifty years of age, 5 5 10” to 6' tall, 

225 pounds, black horn-rimmed glasses, and dressed as if 
not accustomed to wearing a business suit, which he was 
wearing at the time. Informant stated. that after listening 
to this man for a while, he decided he did not want to join 
the organization and that he left, along with a CECIL DAVIS, 
of Avon, Mississippi, and a man believed toy 'him to be JAMES 
K1KER, a farmer in the James Crossing area, and KIKER’s son. 

He stated that DAVIS and the two KIKERS did not appear to be 
interested in the organization. He stated further that as he 
left the meeting, he heard persons talking on two-way radios 
checking them out of the house and into the parking area. 
Informant stated that he did not recognize any other persons 
at the meeting, and as a result off his leaving the meeting, 
he did not believe that he would be recontacted by any of 
them and has not been recontacted to date. 

On June 17, 1964, ME T-6 advised that he had 
determined that there was a meeting of the Klan held in an 
open field southwest of Chatham, Mississippi, on the night 
of June 16, 1964. Informant stated that at this meeting 
FRANKLIN TROTTER . a farmer from around Wayside, Mississippi, 
or at least related to the TROTTER family in that area of 
the countjrc, was present, along with JAMES #ETTY. an employee 
of Self's Garage, Highway 82 East, Greenv iile7~TWiss iss ippi . 

He stated that a man named (FNU) KENDALL . a fireman in 
Greenville, Mississippi, was also ’present. He stated that 
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KENDALL had attended Hinds County Junior College, Raymond, 
Mississippi, and recently attended the Jackson School of Law, 
Jackson, Mississippi, He stated that KENDALL is presently 
waiting to take the bar examination for admission to the bar. 

On June 19, 1964, T-6 advised that a meeting of 
the Klan was scheduled to be held in a rural area in 
Washington County but that the meeting was not held because 
the Sheriff's Office was active on that night in that area 
of the county searching for an escaped prisoner. 


On June 21, 1964, T-6 advised that there was a 
meeting of the Klan earlier that night and that the meeting 
was held five miles east of Avon, Mississippi, in an open 
field some distance off the road antfr up a drainage ditch. 

He stated thast at this meeting OTTLS EVANS, in the absence 
of BUCK TH0M AS, who was hospitalized, presided, and that 
LEROY EASTERLING was present, along with BE RT Tj jlASLEY, 328 
South Main Street. He stated further that ar SAM WILSON , 
whose address he did not know, was present, lie stated that 
at the meeting there was some discussion of investigation 
of a CHARLES BRADBERRY. a Negro Who has a 1950 Ford, 

Washington County/tag W4278, and lives at Box 135, Avon, 
-Mississippi. Informant stated it was not clear just what 
the discussion concerning this Negro was about but apparently 
he was believed to be involved in dating or having some 
contact with a white woman. Informant also stated that there 
was some discussion of two unidentified white girls residing 
in the vicinity of California and Colorado Streets in 
Greenville, who drive a red Ford, and are reportedly "fooling 
around with" Negro men. He advised that some inquiry would 
apparently be made by the Klan before it was decided just 
what action should be taken, if any, in this matter. Informant 
stated that insofar as he could determine through his contacts 
in the Klan that the group is very security conscious, uses 
walkie-talkies to check people in and out of meetings, and 
has gone more underground since the story in the Delta ^ ' 
Democrat Times concerning the presence of the Klan in 
Washington County .

Mr. WALTER ANDERSON BAILED, Apartment 2, 1200 West 
Beach, was interviewed after being, informed of the identity 
of the interviewing agents, of the fact that he had a right, 
to consult an attorney before making a statement, that he did 
not have to make a statement, and that any statement he made 
might be used against him in a court of law# No threats, 
promises, or offers of reward wfere made BAILEY, who advised 
at the outset of the interview that his Attorney had 
instructed him not to make any statement whatever concerning 
the Klan or his connection therewith. ' 


Mr. BAILEY then stated that his organization has 
no connection whatever with the White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, and that he knows nothing about the latter organization. 
He advised his organization plans to continue recruiting, 
and to hold rallies whenever they can obtain suitable facili- 
ties, adding that the organization is a law-abiding group 
which does not condone violence and that he would not even 
put up bail money if a member of his group got put in jail 
for violating the law. He advised he had no knowledge of ' 
Klan activity indicating a violation of Civil Rights, or 
concerning any plans by the Klan to hold public demonstrations 
of any kind. 

Mr. BAILEY volunteered that his organization keeps 
no written records of membership or activities, but that 
he would not furnish this information to the FBI even if he 
had it. He advised he had no information concerning the 
whereabouts of the three missing Civil Rights workers at 
Philadelphia, Mississippi. 

Mr. BAILEY advised he has not been in the North 
Gulfport, Mississippi, area for the past year and a half, and 
he is not acquainted with any taxi-cab drivers or owners 
there, and specifically is not acquainted with WILLIE 
PATTON. BAILEY emphatically denied he made any telephone, 
calls to Mrs. WILLIE PATTON or to Pat's Cab Stand, at 
Gulfport on June 29, 196*1, and denied any knowledge of 
such calls.
